Barb- 

The numbers in the Visitation at Public Sites table (included on the Google Drive, see 
cultural section response to data call) are based on voluntary sign-in by visitors on a register 
sheet. We don't have traffic counters installed yet, but they are in the works for installation 
this fall. With a roughly 704,000-acre monument and hundreds of miles of dirt roads, it 
becomes difficult to obtain accurate visitor use data. 

So far the only Special Recreation Permit that has been authorized for the area was for the Best 
in the Desert Silver State 300 event slated for August 2016. Due to a military emergency 
(helicopter crash) the night before the event in very close proximity to the event course, the 
promoter re-routed the event outside the monument the morning of the event. 

We were only able to calculate AUMs permitted because some of the billed numbers in RAS 
just didn't seem accurate. For example, one allotment showed only 88 AUMs billed in 2012 
and that allotment historically sees use of about 2,000 AUMs. We just can't go back and re¬ 
create those data that we don't have. I cc'd Daniel Condie (Range Specialist) in case he has 
additional info to add. 

More in a later email. Getting ready to board my flight back to Las Vegas. Thanks!
